REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 
because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which 
disclose, or suggest an apparatus with "a plate having an upper portion, a lower portion, 
and a vertical midline... a pair of inferior gliding arms extending downwardly from the 
lower portion of the plate on respective sides of the midline, each gliding arm having a 
longitudinal axis that extends away from the midline at an angle, an upper end with a 
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first coupling ... wlien tlie apparatus is fully assembled and implanted, at least the first 
coupling providing a limited degree of axial movement in multiple directions of each 
gliding arm to facilitate flexion, extension, and lateral bending." Similarly, the prior art 
does not show first and second couplings providing a limited degree of axial movement 
in multiple direction of each gliding arm. 

The prior art cited on the attached PTO-892 is relevant, but does not disclose or 
suggest the claimed invention.
